Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: even assuming that the amendment to the claim 
was entered, the claims do not distinguish over the prior art. Applicant has not demonstrated that the difference in processing between 
Sato and Tenbrink compared to the present invention produces different results. Though Applicant states that the different treatment 
step produces a prevention of breaks in the alloy material, such a limitation is not present in the claims and comparison data has not 
been provided to support this assertion. For these reasons, even if the claim amendments were entered, the claims would still be 
rejected over the prior art of record. Since the amendment has not been entered, the reasons stated in the final rejection stand..
